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1. The amendment filed on 18 October 2 005 under 3 7 CFR 1.116 
in reply to the final rejection has been considered but is not 
deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and 
will not be entered because the proposed amendment raises new 
issues that would require further consideration and/or search. 

The proposed amendment to claim 4 recites that the concavo- 
convex pattern forms a multitude of protrusions on the surface 
of the foam-molded article- Previously, claim 4 had recited 
that the mold surface comprised the protrusions, as opposed to 
the surface of the foam-molded article, and thus, the mold 
surface lacked the dimpled portions further recited in the 
claim. Note, it was the combination of protrusion and lack of 
dimples being formed on the mold surface structure which was 
determined to be an allowable feature over the prior art of 
record in the previous Office Action. To change the claim as 
such to define the protrusions on the foam-molded article 
instead of the mold surface, and thus that no dimpled portions 
are formed on the article, materially changes the patentability 
consideration of the claim. For example, normally the intended 
use -product formed by a claimed apparatus is not germane to the 
issue of patentability of the claimed apparatus. 

As the proposed amended so vastly changes the scope of the 
claimed invention, a new issue is presented by the amendment 
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which would require further consideration and/or search. The 
amendment will therefore not be entered. Applicant's arguments 
filed with the amendment are noted, but appear to be directed to 
the claims as amended. These arguments are . therefore moot.
